On March 9f 1961. a source adviced that the New 
York Council to Ahollsh the Un-Aaerican Activities Coicislttee 
•;?Y:i;AUAC) , 150 Uest j:4th street. New Yor;: City, New York, was 
fonfiod at a Tneetln.^ held in Nev’ York City on November 1?, i 960 . 

This or^ranization was founded principally through the efforts 
of FRANK VJILKINSOH, Tield Representative of the National 
Committee to Abolish the Un-American Activities Committee (NCAUAC). 



A second source furnished on September 1^, 1961, a 
copy of resolutions of the Mew York Council to Abolish the House 
Un-Arcrican Activities Committee (NYCAHUAC) which were adopted 
by the NYCAHUAC. One such resolution affirmed the intention to 
continue tc* work for the ab.'lltion of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities (KCUA) and to continue its efforts to 
broaden the p9r.^icipation in this fight.

SUI'TMARY OF MOTIOl’j TO VACATE SENTENCE 

According to Title 28, United States Code, 52255, it as possible 
for d federal prisoner who claims that his sentence was illegally 
imposed to move for his release. One of the main grounds for such 
a motion is that ^'the sentence was imposed in violation of the 
Constitution or laws of the United States...” Ihe motion is made 
before the court which originally sentenced the prisoner, in this 
case the United States District Court for the Southern District of 
New York. 


In brief, Morton Sobell is claiming that he was illegally convicted 
of a conspiracy to transmit information relating to the national 
defense to the Soviet Union because the prosecution (1) knowingly 
used perjured testimony and forged documents, and (2) suppressed 
evidence that would have proved his innocence. He now asks only 
for a hearing in which to prove the truth of his charges - 

The government's case was based solely and exclusively on the 
existence of a grand conspiracy among confessed atomic spies David 
and Ruth Creenglass, admitted Soviet courier Harry Cold, former 
Russian Vice-Consul Anatoli A. Yakovlev, the Rosenbergs and Mr. 

Sobell for the purpose of transmitting atomic bomb information to 
the Soviet Union. Ihe only legally sufficient evidence to support 
this conspiracy was an elleged meeting between the Greenglasses and 
Gold on June 3» 1945 ^ in Albuquerque, K.M. As the prosecution well 
knew, this meeting never took place. 

In order to prove that it did, the government introduced the only 
documentary evidence as to Gold's presence in Albuquerque on June 3i 
1945 — namely, a photostatic copy of a Hotel Hilton registration 
card. This card is a provable forgery. Not only did it bear a time- 
date stamp for the following day, but it is visibly different from 
legitimate cards issued by the hotel at approximately the same time. 

This photostat was introduced into evidence at the trial as Exhibit 16 
a day after the testimony of Harry Cold, when it would normally have 
been proferred. The prosecution waited until it was assured that 
Gold was not going to be cross-examined by the defense to offer the 
card. Obviously, it did not want Cold to be questioned about a 
document that materially contradicted his own testimony and varied 
from legitimate cards, 

Mrs, Elizabeth McCarthy, a recognized handwriting expert who has 
examined Exhibit 16 and a legitimate card, has come to the conclusion 
that there are serious doubts as to the authenticity of the former. 
However, she insists that only by a microscopic examination of the 
originals can she render a final opinion. Despite extensive 
correspondence from Mr, Sobell*s lawyers to FBI Director J, Edgar 
Hoover requesting the production of the cards for such an examination, 
thev have not bfian fortVirnm-frirT-

.Cold’s pre-trial r iatements to his own lawyei(^.} which were not msde 
available to Sobeil or the Rosenbergs, clearly reveal that he 
perjured himseir about the June Albuquerque meeting. Among other 

things, they indicated that he did not remember the name ’’Greenglass » 
had never stayed at the Hilton Hotel in June, 1945 » had not used a 
jel!).o box side or the name ’’Julius” to identify himself in 
Albuquerque and had received information of no value from an 
ananymous soldier* It was only after hundreds of hours with the 
FBI that the story he told at the trial emerged* 


Moreover, the government failed to call to the stand a woman who, 
according to the prosecution, was ”an espionage courier”, even 
though her name appeared on its list of witnesses. As it well knew, 
this woman -- one Ann Sidorovich -- would have denied any espionage 
activities and shattered the entire jello box side fabrication. 

Lastly, the financial history of the Greenglasses suggests that they 
were receiving money regularly from e variety of unexplained sources. 
In fact, it was their deposit of $400.00 on June 4, 1945 » the day 
after a weekend when Greenglass would normally be on leave from his 
military duties, that led to the date of the fabricated Gold visit 
to Albuquerque. The government took the juxtaposition of the $400.00 
deposit and the weekend to arrive at the June 3 date. All that was 
then necessary, outside of the Greenglass perjury, was some documen- 
tary proof of Gold’s presence in Albuquerque. Hence the forged 
registration card. 


In his petition, Sobeil will ask for bail or an order providing 
for .his presence at any hearing. Although he has filed other 
petitions, on different grounds, prior to this one, he has never 
received the hearing provided for in the statute. If he is granted 
such a hearing, he is prepared to place people on the stand to 
testify to the truth of every charge he makes. As the citizen of 
a country which prides itself on its adherence to due process, he 
is entitled to be heard. If he is, perhaps the truth will out 
after fifteen long years. 


The attorneys for Morton Sobeil are William M. Kunstler and Marshall 
Perlin. The date for the filing of the motion is January 6, 1966.

On October 26, 1965, W/LTER SCRNEIP and^HEUEN SOBEIX 
spoke at 1102 Grand Avenue, Seattle, vbich meeting was attended 
by some 30-35 persons. WALTER SCRNEIR said that to understand 
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the FOSENBERG-SOBELL case, the uporld political climate . . 
subsequent to World War II bus! be understood. 

Be said that false truth had been spread over 
the United States and that the fabrication of a nuclear 
weapon depended entirely on the highly secretive fornula 
for an equation, which only the U.S, knew. He said that 
eminent scientists subsequently proved the faislty of this 
idea by saying any nation was equally able through exhaustive 
experiments and study to develop means of developing nuclear 
fission in the form of weapons. He claimed the U.S, had no 
case against the ROSEMBERGs and that the chief witness of the 
U.S., HARRY GOLD, was a patbeloglcal liar. WALTER SCHNEIR 
said that he and his wife’s five-year research into the ROSEN- 
BERG case has turned up a startling Biscarrmge of Justice. 

At this meeting, HELEN SOBELL spoke of her husband's 
imprisonment and said she wanted to sell the SCHNEIR book to 
raise money for court fees.

Committee (FPCC), This advertisement announced the formation 
of the TPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba” to neutralize 
the distorted American press. 


”The New York Times” edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 

Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TABER 
as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and TABER 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement. 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first 
two years of the FPCC’s existence there was a struggle between

The Jewish Information -Service was formed about 
January, 19^5 t in Los Angeles for the purpose of continuing 
the activity of the defunct International Workers Order. 

Prior to March 195^# the Los Angeles Jewish Cultural and 
Fraternal Clubs were Identified as the Los Angeles Jewish 
Cultural Clubs, this group being formerly known as Lodges 
of the Jewish People*s Fraternal Order.
